Lord Reading ‘alfeged, in. « 
recent apeech outside the House, 
that slavery not only existed in 
Hongkong, but that this state of 
nffairs was condoned by the 
Government of Hongkong, there 
being at least ‘ten thousand 
child slaves owned by Chinese 
residents, 

Lord Passfield suid that 
allegation waa absolutely untrue. 
Hv could only suppose that . Lord 
Rending, in -alleging slavery, wiis 
referring to the muj txai system 
prevailing in ‘the Colony, a number 
of children being thus employed, 
though not to the extent alleged by 
the noble Lord. : 


Far Removed From Slavery.

The mui taai system, added Lord 
Passtield, had been dealt with by 
special regulations, protecting 
children from possible abuses of 
the ayatem, which was very far re- 
moved from conditions of slavery,

DEATH OF MR. T. M.’ 
HEALY. 


MASTER OF IRONICAL 
ORATORY. 


FIRST “VICEROY.” 


London, Mar. 26. 

Mr. Timothy Healy, the first 
Governor-General of the Irish 
Free State, and the most brilliant 
orator ever sent from Ireland to 
the British House of Commons, 
died: to-day’at his home near 
Dublin at the age of 75 years. 

A stormy petrel, by turns witty 
nnd pagsionate, whimsical and 
matictous, he electrified hia fellow 
members, dazzled Ireland and 
ulmost terrified England, he was 
immensely Hked by everyone with 
whom he ‘became acquainted, even 
those among whom he distributed 
his dagger-thrusta with his 
inimitable ‘air of nonchalant im- 
partiality, , 

Born at Bantry, Cork, in May, 
1855, he married into.the emerald, 
his wife being « daughter of that 
typicul Irish M-P. of the Nution- 
alist barracking days, Mr. T. D. 
Sullivan, Three sons und three 
daughters were the well balanced 
harvest of a happy marriage. 


Brilliant Lawyer. 
Mr. Healy was. called to the 


‘firish Bar in 1884, became a Q.C. 


in 1899, n Bencher of King’s. Inn 
six years later, and, ufter, being 
cntled ‘to the Sassenach Bur.seven 
yeurs after that, a Bencher of 
Gray's Inn, and a K.C,, in 1910, 

Various Irish constituencies did 
themaclyes the conspicuous 
honour of owning him as_ their 
M.P. from:1880 to 1910, with only 
one short break in the pasliamen- 
tary continuity between 1886 and 
1887, 

In the Commons he ilways wore 
his shining “topper” well over his 
brow, “in “a” manner’ infinitely 
challenging and even slightly 
(ructlet, and hig habit was, amidst 
the deliberately slow sombre 
sperkle of his speeches, uddressed 
to the House of Commons in a 
rieh deep baritone voice heavily 
charged with ironic humour, to 
suze acroya at his foes over the 
top of bis glasses and under the 
brim of his hat. A peculiarly 
deadly stance that made many a 
gallunt ‘Tory heart quake in ils 
Victorian clastiv-sided boots.

The Rev. Cheung Chuk-lingy pre- 
aided over the meeting, and the 
prizes were distributed by Mrs. de 
Martin. Also present were, tho 
Hon. Mr. de Martin and Dr. Gib- 
non, 

A very satisfactory report of the 
yeur'a work was read out by ‘the 
Headmist , Miss D. Hutchinson, 
and the ovening’s proceedings were 
brought to a close by a delightful 
concert, staged by tho students of 
the school.

[ have much pleasure in: present- 
ing the following report of the work 
of the year, 1930 to the parents of 
pupils and to the friends of the 

ing Wa Girls’ School. 

Two outstanding events hare 
marked the past year, The first 
was the formal opening of our new 
achool-building by the Vice Chan- 
cellor of the University, Sir Wil- 
liam Hornell, on ‘September 9th. 
‘The second was when on Septem- 
ber Ith. a Jarge number of past 
and present pupila and friends as- 
sembled to bid farewell to Misa 
Davies, and to try to express somc- 
thing of their appreciation of all 
that she had ‘done for them. Misa 
Daviea hand given almost forty-two 
years of service to educational 
work in this colony, and thirty of 
there were devoted to the Ying Wa 
Girls’ School. It was most fitting 
that she, who worked for and watch- 
ed the ercetion, in 1899, or what 
we now eall “The Old School,” who 
mothererl the small school-family of 
those days, who watched first the 
gradual, and then the rapid growth 
of that school-family into the Ying 
Wa Girls’ School of to-day, should 
see the dreams of many yoars ful- 
fled, and) the new —building—a 
worthy habitation for the school of 
to-day---crected and: formally open- 
od before the time came for her to 
leave Hongkong on retirement.

Staff :-—-At the beginning of the 
year we welcomed to our Chinese 
Staff, Mr. Hung Kim-poh, as 
Senior teacher of Chinese subjects.

the school, steady work has been 


done. 

_ For the first time in our history 
we entered two candidates for the 
Matriculation Examination of the 
Hongkong University, and I am 
giad to report that both were suc- 
cessful. One of these, who was a 


pupil in the school for 15 years, 


from Kindergarten ‘right to the tap 
of the school, is now taking an 
Arts Course at the University— 
the first girl to yo direct from Ying 
Wa to the Universtiy of Hongkong. 
We hope that others will follow 
on, and that in a few years’ time 
we shall have old girls serving on 
the Staff of the Middle School as 
they are -now doing so well in the 
Trimary School. “ 


Local Examinations, 


Four girls entered for the Sentor 
Local Examination, and of these 
two were successful; while of the 
five who entered for Junior Local 
four passed, one gaining 2 distinc- 
tion in Arithmetic.

In our own school examination, 
ton girls finished dntinfactorily the 
third year-courso of the Midd 
School; twenty-two. ¢! 
the work of the Primary 
while seventeen little peaple have 
finished the two yeurs’ course which 
the Kindergarten offers ar an. in- 
troduction to school life. 

Music :—Two candidates entered 
for the Trinity College of Music 
Examinations in June. Both ne- 
cured pasa certificates, one in the 
Senior Division, the other in the 
Preparatory. 

It must needs be that the pass- 
ing of certain milestones. in the 
course of school life be recorded, 
and examination results do testify 
to the attainment of certain = ace 
cepted standards. But they are 
not all. Mr, Law Yan-paak, who 
inspected the gchool in December, 
reports that “the achool has mnrin- 
tained ita high standard of effi- 
ciency.” ¥ would have every girl 
in every clnas‘ realise that we are 
not wimindful, of much steady, 
faithful work done pehind the 
acenes,. every bit of which gocs to 
minke for the general atandard of 
work and the tone of the school, 

Phystenl:—The physical work 
has also gone on steadily, and the 
yirls’ keenness on drill and games 
is unnbated. During the’ summer 
months ‘n small awimming | party 
was held each week at North Point; 
and in the.sutumn we had nine 
form picnics, in which every form, 
and altogether 80 per cent. of the 
girls, had a part. 

Service:—And what of those 
school activities which mean giving 
rather than getting? . 

The school branch’ of the ¥.W.- 
C.A. has continued to do good work, 
In the summer holidnys a number 
of girls took part in. the aummer 
schools for poor children. These 
schools are opencd for four weeks 
jn July and August, and nim at 


reaching children who have not the | 


opportunity to £0 to-school. Those 
who volunteer to teach = in them 
give four weeks of their summer 
holidays, and each day from 9 t.m. 
to 1 p.m., try to pass onto others 
what they themselves in more for- 
tunate circumstances have received, 


Christmas Celebration. 


At Christmas, the ¥.W.C.A. uct- 
ed ag a link between West and East. 
We had received parcels of dolls 
and toys from xirls and, boys in 
[sngland, and the girls undertook 
the distribution of these to Sunday 
Schools at Tal Po and Tsuen Wan 
on Christmas Eve and Christmas 
Day. 

On Sunday mornings, two Sun- 
day School classes for younger chil- 
dren have been held” under | the 
lencership of Miss Fung and Miss 
Au Yeung. In these two amall de- 
partments we unite with the Hop 
Yat Church Sunday, School, and 
the helpers—who mect ench week 
with the leaders to prepare for 
Sunday's Serviee—are drawn from 
both ‘School and = Church. . This 
union of forces eriables the Church 
Sunday School to grade its lower 
classes,‘ and. gives the Senior girls 
opportunities of service in Sunday 
School work. 

In November, the annual Hare. 
vest Thanksgiving Service was held. 
Gifts of fruit, flowers, exg8 and 
biscuits were brought In abund- 
ance. Afber special services in the 
Kindergarten and in the big school, 
the girls were divided into tivo 
groups, one of which went to the 
Iloh Min Ling, and the other to 
the Nethersole Hospital. In each 
case n short service was held in. the 
ward and a short explanation of our 
visit given. And if the joy of the 
patients was great, our joy was 
greater still. : : 

Old Girls’ Socicty:—The Old 
Girls’ society held two very suc- 
cessful meotings—the first taking 
fhe form. of a visit to the Dury 
Farmt, and the second, an ice cream 
party on the school roof. 

Phe Society also published a 
News Sheet during the year. As 
read in it a list of former pupils 
and what each ts doing now, I feel 
that we have cause for reat joy and 
pride in our old girls. At least 
fifteen of them are nurses, beside 
several who are in training at pre- 
sent; ten are qualified doctors; two 
are Y.W.G.A. secretarics; at least 
sixty have become teachers (eleven 
of them are members of our School 
Staff) ; one graduated last’ summer 
from the Union Theological College 
In Canton; while far more than

BRUSH WITH REBELS. 


ATTACK ON POLICE OUTPOST 
IN BURMA FAILS. 


Fr Rangoon, Mar. 26. 

Twenty-cight people were killed 
and large numbers wounded in 
skirmishes between rebels and tho 
police in the Insein district of 
Burma. : 

Sixty-five rebels attacked the 
Police outpost, but the Police 
drove them off, killing four and 
wounding one. They also cap- 
tured a gun and other weapons. 
There were no casualtics among 
the police. 

Later the rebels felled a tree 
nerosa the road and’ ambushed a 
bus containing an Indian medical 
officer and a posse of Police. The 
doctor was seriously injured and 
two rebels killed, while others 
were wounded. 

Simultancously the Police and 
Punjabis found a rebel camp in 
the jungle and killed twenty-two 
of the rebels and captured sovon 
others who were wounded. They 
also recovered a gun. Thoy suf- 
fered no cnsuaitica themselves but 
{wo important rebel leaders were 
killed.—Reuter.

FREE VOTE OF HOUSE. 


London, Mar. 26." 

The Home Sceretary, Mr. d. BR, 
Clynes, announced in the Hoise of 
Commons to-day that in view of the 
public demand for a review. of the 
prablem of Sunduy entertainments, 
the Government would introduce a 
Bill for the purpose, not of advocat- 
ing a particular policy,. but of 
affording Parliament an opportuni- 
ty to diacuss the situation which 
had arlaen from the recent deci- 
sions In the Courts and to find a 
solution which would approximate 
more closely to the wishes of the 
nation .ax a whole. 

As a starting point for discns- 
sion, the Bill would aceordingly pro- 
vide machinery for regulating the 
exiating practice. 

Local authorities would be em- 
powered to ygrant permission for 
Sunday opening, subject to such 
conditiona na they thought fit, and 
provision would be made in the 
Ri fog a continuance of the cxist- 
ing practice under which the Sun- 
day opening of cinemas had been 
aubject to the condition that the 
profits should be given to approved 
charltier and that no employees 
whould be worked for seven days fn 
n week, 

It would be for Parliament free- 
Iy to determine whether the exist- 
ing law as declared by ths Court 
should remain unaltered and whe- 
ther the existing practice shoulet 
t+ degalieud, or whether that prac- 
tice thould b+ modified or extended,
